THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 


The  Liverpool  apple  market  on  Wednesday,  April  17,  was  somewhat 
higher  for  the  bulk  of  the  barreled  stock  but  boxed  apples  show  practic- 
ally no  change,  according  to  a  report  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Bureau's 
Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe,     Supplies  of  both  boxed  and  barreled  apples 
in  general  were  light. 

Virginia  Albemarle  Pippins  were  in  liberal  supply  and  met  with  a 
good  demand.     U.  S.  No.  1,  2lg  inch  stock  in  good  condition  ranged  from 
$9.00  to  $9.98  as  against  $3.76  to  $9.25  last  week,    light  supplies  of 
Virginia  Winesaps  were  offered  and  brought  $".91  per  barrel  for  IT.  S« 
No.   1,  2\  inch  stock.     There  was  only  a  moderate  demand  for  New  York 
Baldwins,  U.  S.  No.  1,  2%  inch  steck  ranging  from  $6.57  to  $7.42,  New 
York  Greenings  were  Only  in  light  supply.    U.  S.  No.  1,  2"?  inch  stock 
ranged  from  $3.15  to  $3.76  per  barrel. 

Light  supplies  of  Washington  Home  Beautys  were  offered  and  met 
with  a  good  demand  at  from  $2.~4  to  $2.92  per  box  for  Extra  fancy  150/ 
175  stock.     Oregon  Yellow  Newt»wns  were  in  liberal  supply  this  week  but 
met  with  only  a  moderate  demand.    Extra  fancy  150/175  Hood  River  stcck 
ranged  from  $2.68  to  $3.23  while  the  same  size  and  grade  from  the  Mei- 
ferd  district  sold  at  from  $2.68  to  $2.92  per  box. 

Supplies  of  American  barreled  apples  in  London  were  light. 
Prices  for  both  boxed  and  barreled  stock  ranged  from  24  cents  to  36 
cents  below  the  Liverpool  level.
